The response filed on 7/17/2008 lias been entered and overcomes tine rejections 
to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither shows nor suggest a double-sided light emitting device comprised of, 
in part, the upper and lower layers of polarizing material are disposed so that 
polarization axes of the upper and lower layers of polarizing material are perpendicular 
to each other, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim(s) (see independent 
claims 1 and 8).
